‘When the General Assembly gets 
down to making up its mind on the 
Chinese representation issue, pos- 
sibly tomorrow, Israel will vote to 
seat Peking (the Chinese People’s 
Republic), keep Taiwan (the Repub- 
He of China), and to label any move 
for Taiwan's ouster an “important 
question” requiring a two-thirds ma- 
jority. 

These are understood to be the 
general “guidelines” issued to the 
Israel delegation to the Assembly 
by the Cabinet yesterday. They were 
Supported by most of the coalition 
parties, with the exception of Ma- 
pam, which favoured Taiwan's ex- 
pulsion. : 

‘The guidelines were not published, 
Officials saying only that the “fluid 
parliamentary situation” at the U.N. 
was fully taken into account. Inde- 
pendent sources confirmed that the 
guidelines left wide leeway for last- 
minute strategy decisions, by the 
delegation in New York in consulta- 
tion with the Prime Minister and 
the Foreign Minister in Jerusalem, 
to meet unpredictable developments. 
Generally, however, it was ex 
that Israel would go along with 
the U.S. on the China question. 

Cabinet debate on the question 
started last Wednesday. immediate- 
ly after Mr. Hban's return from 
New York Most Ministries alr 
then favoured backing the U.S. 
two-thirds proposal, ‘ passage of 
which would make more difficult, 
if mot impossible, adoption of the 
Albanian draft, which calls for ex- 
pulsion of the re tatives of 
the “Chiang Kai-shek clique” — 
that is, Talwan — from the U.N. 
Failure to support the proposal 
it was argued, would méan sanc- 
ioning the trend for diluting the 
two-thirds principle, which could 
only work against Israel's interests. 

Opposition to Taiwan's ouster was 
based in pert on the fear that it 
might serve ‘as precedent for future 
Arab attempts to throw Israel out 
of the world organization. The Ca- 
binet did not accept the view that 
the American solution ofa “dual re- 
presentation” for China could be a 
precedent for seating a Palestine 
Arab delegation. 

The most important considera- 
tion in drawing up the guidelines, 
however, was the desire to avoid 
8. head-on clash with the U.S. at 
this time on an issue of less than 
immediste vital concern to Is- 
rael. The effect of Israel's vote on 
future relations with Peking was 
minimized. While lt was granted 
that Peking might bear Israel a 
grudge for same time, it was as- 
sumed that Chinese Communist hos- 
tity towards this country would 
not be abated by voting for the Α1- 
banlan resolution.

Th.s ia consonant with a dezision 
taken by U:N. Resident Represen- 
tatives the world over that the tra- 
ditional reception In honour of the 
occasion would be waived, and the 
money given instead to good cau- 
ses. The Israel Government did the 
same, cancelling its own reception 
too, and donated the counter-value 
to the U.N. High Commission for 
Refugees. 

Addressing the assembled guests, 
Mr. Ross said this might be the last 
oceasion when he represents the 
U.N. and its Specialized Agencies 
on U.N. Day in Jerusalem. {He 
is due to retire shortly.) “As 1 
stand once again in this square 
in a city now so familiar and very 
dear to me," he said. “I reflect 
that the seven-and-a-half years 
during which I have been privileg- 
ed, beyond my deserts. to live 
in Israel and to serve in Israel, 
cover more than ἃ quarter of the 
life of the United Nations, and 
very nearly 40 per cent of my own 
career with the ,U.N.” 


During the quarter-century since 
Its foundation, one billton people, 
formerly subjects of Colonial or 
Mandatory powers, have achieved 
independence. The 50 member 
States that signed the Charter 
have grown to 130. Yet problems 
have grown too, Half the world’s 
population is illiterate — and with 
the population explosion, this per- 
centage is Increasing.

New scheme to help 


newly-weds wiih flats

Registration for a new young- 
couples assisted housing programme 
will be opened in a week's time, the 
Ministry of Housing announced yes- 
terday. The programme, run in con- 
junction with the local authorities, 
is aimed at giving public help to 
some young couples in order to 
solve their housing problems. 

The programme will be open to 
couples who were married between 
November 1, 1966 and the coming 
December 12, © 

The announcement by the Govern- 
ment Press Office continues, ‘“‘Ac- 
cording to our experience, the num- 
ber of requests will exceed the 
number of solutions, and the selec- 
tion will be carried out according 
to criterion about which the couples 
will be notified when they are given 
@ reply.” The Ministry spokesman 
told The Jerusalem Post that he 
cannot say how many couples will 
be helped, but that the Minister 1s 
on record as saying thet the num- 
ber will be “not less than last 
year's programme, of 6,000." (An 
average of 20,000 -young couples 
marry each yeer in Israel.)

framework of the programme, the 
statement continues. The type of 
solution and the conditions of the 
aid will be decided after δὰ indi- 
vidual interview and an examination 
of the applicant's request.

which the young couple will be re- 
quired to make will be in the region 
of IL7,000 — except in Jerusalem 
where tt will be IL13,000.

country. The total cost of the apart- 
ments envisaged in the programme 
is around i£40,000 throughout the 
country, and over 170,000 in Jeru-

Life term for

The prosecutor, Yigal Gagin, told 
the court that Shateli had served 
as deputy area commander of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine. The terrorist, who was 
defended Ὅν Mr. Alkmed Abu Warda, 
told court president Rav-Seren Mi- 
chael Shitrit that he had “no re- 
Srets.” 1 

The same court yesterday sen- 
tenced a 23-year-old Beduin to 10 
years in jail for working for Eyp- 
tian intelligence. The Beduin, Hafez 
Awad Tarabin, wag arrested last 
July. He pleaded guilty. 

The court established that Tara- 
bin had been sentenced to 15 years’ 
jail in 1969 by an Egyptian court 
for dealing ‘in narcotics. He was
